Timothy were tied for the work, the 
two firms putting in bids which are 
practically identical. ‘The contract has 
been awarded to the latter company. 

Macklin is a point on the new main 
line of the Canadian Pacific, between 
Winnipeg and Edmonton. Dy build- 
ing into that place, the C.P.R. will 
be abie to bring in ties and. other 
material from the west for the speed- 
ier construction of the line to Out- 
look.

A number of important contracts 
have been also let by the Grand Trank 
Pacific. Peter Veregin takes one of 
these.

A Bylaw to provide for the rais- 
ing by the issue of deben- 
tures of the sum_ of  $30,- 
000.00 for the purpose of paying 
the cost of certain projected addi- 
tions to, improvements in and ex- 
tensions of the Municipal Electric 
Lighting System. 


WHEREAS the Corporation of the 


City of Edmonton has under the pro- 
visions of the Edmonton Charter es- 
tablished a Municipal Electric Light- 
ing Sytem and has from time to time, 
as it became necessary, added to, im- 
proved and extended the same; 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal 
Council of the City of Edmonton deem 
it expedient and necessary for the con- 
venience of the public to make fur- 
ther additions to, improvements in and 
extensions of the said Municipal Elec- 
tric Lighting System; 

AND WHEREAS it has been duly 
estimated by said Council for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, that it will be neces- 
sary to create a debt in the sum of 
$30,000.00; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that a debt of $30,000.00 be created 
and that the said sum of $30,000.00 
should be borrowed by means of 
the issue of one or more debentures 
of the City for an amount not ex- 
ceeding that sum and that the said 
sum should be made payable at the 
expiration of the period of twenty 
years from the date of the deben- 


ture or debentures to be issued 
therefor and should bear interest 
payable semi-annually at the rate 


of four and one half per centum per 
annum, and should be repayable in 
such manner that the principal shall 
be repayable at the end of the said 
period (an equal sum by way of sink- 
ing fund being raised annually dur- 
ing the said period sufficient with 
accumulated interest thereon to nicet 
the principal at maturity) and the 
interest hereon semi-annually: 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property in the 
City according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll is $23,569,470.00; 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing debenture debt of 
the City, exclusive of local improve- 
ment debts, secured by special assess- 
ments and debts by statute not to be 
taken as diminishing or restricting 
the power of the City to borrow 
and issue debentures on the credit of 
the Municipality at large, is 
$1,385,832.56, of which ng part is in 
arrear; 

AND WHEREAS. it is expedient 
that this Bylaw should take effect

1. The Mayor and Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the City of Edmonton are 
hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow for the purpose aforesaid 
in’ the name and on behalf of the 
City a sum or sums not exceeding 
in the aggregate the sum of $30,000.00 
and to issue one or more debenture 
or debentures of the City for such sum 
or sums so borrowed. 

2'The said) indebtedness and the 
debenture or debentures. issued in 
respect thereof ‘shall=be made pay- 
able at the expiration of the period 
of twenty years from the date of the 
issue of such debenture or deben- 
tures and such debenture or deben- 
tures shall) bear interest payable 
semi-annually at the rate of four 
and one half per centum per anni, 
and shall be repayable in such man- 
ner that the principal shall be paid 
at the end of said period of twenty 
years, (an equal sum by way of sink- 
ing fund being raised annually dur- 
ing the said. period sufficient with 
accumulated interest thereon ta 
meet the principal at maturity) and 
the interest thereon semi-annually.
